Cogitating About 
Responsibility and 
Accountability 


The business of designing 
and constructing buildings (in- 
cluding the renovation of ex- 
isting structures) is moving 
rapidly from an industry once 
free of regulation by govern- 
ment to one facing almost 
total regulation. 


Concurrently, we are wit- 
nessing a shift in the positions 
of design professionals and the 
contractors from one of re- 
sponsibility to that of account- 
ability for both the design and 
construction of the structure. 

The difference, according to 
Webster's dictionary, is quite 
plain. Responsibility implies 
holding a formal organiza- 
tional role, duty or trust. Ac- 
countability suggests ітті- 
nence of retribution for unful- 
filled trust or violated obliga- 
tion. 

In the past 2,500 years, our 
total industry has moved from 
accountability to responsibility 
back to accountability. Let us 
illustrate. 

About 500 B.C., during the 
days of the Roman empire, the 
architect of the Roman coli- 
seum, the aqueducts, baths 
and other public structures 
also was the builder. Under 
the rules of the game, the ar- 
chitect was not only respon- 
sible but also was held ac- 
countable by the emperor and 
his agents. With the introduc- 
tion of the arch and keystone 
principle into construction, ac- 
countability was vigorously en- 
forced. When the arch was 
completed, the keystone in 
place, and the support scaf- 
folding about to be removed, 
the architect was positioned 
directly under the center of the 
arch under the witnessing eyes 
of the emperor's agents, look- 
ing on from a distance, of 
course. If the design and ma- 
terials did not function when

the supports were removed, 
the architect was the first to 
know. 


(We suspect the precarious- 
ness of this position soon led 
to the establishment of sep- 
arate architectural and plumb- 
ing firms with separate con- 
tracts, the invention of the spe- 
cifications writer, an ultimate 
sharing of accountability and 
the introduction of lawyers to 
determine whether or not the 
architect should be banished 
to Crete, the masonry contrac- 
tor buried in the rubble of his 
error, or the artifex plumbarius 
submerged in his mistake as 
the result of the murder clauses 
conceived by the spec writer.) 


The intent of this fable is 
simply to call attention to the 
need for every firm and every 
individual involved in a proj- 
ect, to recognize the presence 
of accountability, whether one 
is a design professional, a con- 
tractor or a craftsman. Up to 
now, we have merely assumed 
responsibility for our work. 
However, with galloping gov- 
ernmental regulation facing us, 
we can no longer be respon- 
sible for success; we face ac- 
countability for our sins of 
omission as well as commis- 
sion, not unlike the Roman 
rules of the game. 


FACING ACCOUNTABILITY 


There's an old maxim in the 
communications business that 
warns, "If you don't want it 
printed, don't let it happen." 
The same principle applies to 
accountability. One can hardly 
be held accountable when 
there is nothing to account 
for. If we were to sum up 
the central theme of scores 
of conversations with archi- 
tects, engineers and contrac- 
tors regarding successful proj- 
ects, it would have to be simp- 
ly, "Teamwork between and 
among the designers and con- 
tractors builds buildings best." 
Conversely, the dominant rea-

son for unprofitable projects 
plagued by problems seems to 
be, "We lost communication 
with each other." Conclusion: 
Teamwork and communica- 
tions beget responsibility and 
reduce accountability. 


The growing demands for 
documentation and authoriza- 
tion of work plus the inherent 
sophistication of modern archi- 
tectural, mechanical and elec- 
trical building systems tend to 
isolate the design professional 
and the contractor from one 
another. Procedures get in the 
way of teamwork. And team- 
work, measured in hours and 
dollars, is expensive. 


Major subcontractors press 
for separate prime contracts to 
achieve optimum communica- 
tions with the designer and 
better reduce the contractor's 
exposure to accountability. For 
the same reason, mechanical 
contractors almost militantly 
support the integrity of the 
HVAC system contract. The 
single contract and the disin- 
tegration of HVAC system con- 
tracts impede communication 
with the designer, introducing 
conditions over which job con- 
trol is lost and increase the op- 
portunities for errors and de- 
lays for which someone has to 
be accountable. 


No condemnation of either 
the single or multiple contract 
system is intended. The gen- 
eral contractor or the construc- 
tion manager who recognizes 
his degree of responsibility 
and accountability to both the 
designer and to the contrac- 
tors whom he engages cannot 
help but complete a successful 
project. 

In the light of present and 
future construction design / 
performance criteria, the initial 
determination by owner and 
architect of the project deli- 
very system promises to be per- 
haps the most critical value 
judgment in the building 
process.

Our industry probably has 
not been as accountable to 
owners in the past as is being 
asked of us today. Technologi- 
cal progress in the past 25 
years has enabled architects 
and engineers to design and 
contractors to build structures 
of striking beauty and function 
that have virtually mesmerized 
owners into overlooking both 
initial and operating costs in 
their quest for image and iden- 
tity. Today, initial costs, oper- 
ating costs plus building per- 
formance brought about by 
governmental pressure are forc- 
ing owners to take a far more 
pragmatic view, focusing the 
twin spotlights of responsi- 
bility for success and account- 
ability for error, upon our en- 
tire industry. 


Within today’s bidding 
tices, teamwork and comm@r- 
cation on a project are the 
best — perhaps the only — 
methods of minimizing the 
need for accountability. Draw- 
ings and specifications are 
rarely "perfectly" clear. Co-or- 
dination cannot take all circum- 
tion cannot take all circum- 
stances into account. Today, 
the design professional as well 
as the furthest tier subcontrac- 
tor share responsibility for the 
success of the project plus ac- 
countability for any shortcom- 
ings. It's in the Agreement, 
whether stated or not. So we 
had better team up and com- 
municate. 


The alternative (recalling 
our aforementioned fable) may 
well be a step forward into 500 
B.C. where the architect may 
be the contractor again. (Many 
are!) And the contractor the 
architect, bidding competitively 
on a firm-cost, performance 
criteria concept where respon- 
sibility for success and ас- 
countability for error E 
centrated wholly in on 
their teams.

MICHIGAN'S 
NATIONAL HISTORIC 
LANDMARKS 


The number of Michigan 
structures, sites and districts 
listed in the National Register 
of Historic Places increased 
by one last year when the 
Beaubien House was included. 
While this is an honor to be 
proud of, recognition is de- 
serving to those Michigan con- 
tributions to the National His- 
toric Landmark program. 

The National Historic Land- 
mark program is the creme de 
la creme of the country's his- 
toric sites, Only 1500 exist, less 
than 10% of the National Reg- 
ister. Michigan has 15 such 
honored historic sites. 

Recently designated land- 
marks include the General Mo- 
tors Building and the Lincoln 
Motor Car Company in Detroit 
as well as the River Rouge 


complex in Dearborn. 

Other Michigan historic land- 
marks include the Alden Dow 
residence in Midland; the 
Durant-Dort Carriage Com- 
pany in Flint; Henry Ford's 
Fair Lane in Dearborn; the 
Ford Highland Park Plant; Fort 
Michilimackinac; the Norton 
Mound Group in the Grand 
Rapids area; St. Mary's Falls 
Canal at Sault Ste. Marie; the 
St. Ignace Mission; Lansing's 
К.Е.О. Motor Car Company; 
the Parke-Davis laboratory in 
Detroit and Ernest Heming- 
way's ‘Windemere’ on Walloon 
Lake. 

Any site, building, object or 
historic district possessing “ех- 
ceptional value or quality in 
illustrating our national heri- 
tage" may qualify for the Land- 
mark program. Maintaining 
those qualities is the essential 
difference between a National 
Register listing and the Na- 
tional Landmark program. Reg- 
ister sites are listed once and 
for all; Landmark sites are re- 
viewed and reported to Con- 
gress annually. Any violation of 
the landmark's integrity may 
result in withdrawal of the 
designation.
